Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Claiois 1-34 show three different embodiments as illustrated in Figures 1, 2 
and 3. 

(1 ) Species 1 , Figure 1 pertaining to claims 25-32. 

(2) Species 2, Figure 2 pertaining to claims 33-34. 

2. (3) Species 3, Figure 3 pertaining to claims 1-24. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prpsecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
